insight, and with the literary grace that make Dean Chuich s hssays 
rank among the English Classics. It is good to be instructed by a thinker 
whose literary power is only exceeded by his saintly character, and we 
shall think the more justly and temperately upon the questions of the hour 
after the studious perusal of these essays. We would suggest that the 
reader would get a better bird’s-eye view of what is largely Church history, 
if he made a chronological arrangement for himself of the papers. 

Geography of Africa, by E. Heaward (Macmillan’s Geographical 
Series, 2/6) This is an exceedingly valuable manual, well written and 
readable, full of ordered information put in a natural sequence, that is, 
“ the broad physical features of each region described has been taken as 
the necessary basis on which to build up the complete picture of such 
region as the sphere of human activity.” There is one capital map of 
Africa (we could have wished for more) and a number of suggestive and 
pleasing illustrations. The work appears to be thoroughly up-to date, and 
is comprehensive enough for the student’s needs, and is apparently detailed 
enough to be of use to intending emigrants. 

History in Fact and Fiction, by A. S. G. Canning (Smith, Elder & Co., 
6y-). Mr. Canning’s idea is apparently to take a bird’s-eye view of the 
progress of history, showing how the questions of the hour and especially 
the Eastern question (which he brings exactly up-to-date) are not mere 
episodes, but are the natural development of movements begun centuries 
ago. Ihe subject is vast and we think Mr. Canning is to be congratulated 
upon the very able way in which he selects typical events and periods. 
His work appears to be a valuable contribution to historical philosophy, 
an at the same time is most useful and interesting to the general reader 
bring into focus and relation those great histoiical epochs

fathers and mothers of the lower classes of society towards idiots as the 
great triumph of the human heart.” We do not know that there is anv 
treatise written in English on the philosophy of the beautiful so exquisite 
as the fragment in which Wordsworth shows, in his Guide through the 
Lake District, the general principles upon which rest the characteristic 
and individual beauties of the lakes. 

English Literature, by Stopford A. Brooke (Macmillan, i -). We are 
delighted to welcome another edition of Mr Stopford Brooke’s wonderful 
Primer, a little volume which takes very high rank among the educational 
efforts of our age. Here we have a short text-book, not a mere resume 
dry facts, but instinct with life and thought, a masterly piece of literature 
in itself. This edition is, we are told, partly re-written and largely revised 
and corrected. It seems to us much fuller and, if possible, more interesting 
than ever. Everyone should possess this little book. 

Labour Annual, 1897, A Year Book of Social Economy and Political 
Reforms (72, Fleet Street, E.C., i/-). A record of advanced movements 
with biographical sketches of their pioneers, which should be interesting 
not only to those in sympathy with such movements but to those who take 
an intelligent interest in the various undercurrents of society.
